Bible Discussed By 
Professor R. Scott 



Value Lies In Insight To Na- 
ture Of Man 



"The value of the Bible to the mo- 
dem student lies in the insight It 
gives us to the nature of man, and 
God's dealing with man." This was 
the keynote of Professor R. B. Y. 
Scott's talk on the Bible and its rela- 
tion to the modem student, which took 
place yesterday in Strathcona Hall. 
This was the third in a series of in- 
formal discussions on "Thinking about 
Religion" which are conducted every 
Wednesday afternoon by Professor 
Scott. 

Unnecessary trouble has been caused, 
asserted the speaker, by rigid funda- 
mentalist interpretations of the Bible. 
For example, Joshua's well-known 
poetic Invocation that the sun stand 
still, has often been thought to have 
represented an actual occurrence. 
Emphasis was placed on the fact that 
tlie valiie of the Bible lay not in the 
facts it inesented, but in the moral 
lessons it taught. . 

The signlfican(^f|tt^^^ 
J the Bible were^di8cussed.™'rhe-maln 
principle of the Ten Commandments 
was that , a sin against man was a sin 
against God. In conclusion the speaker 
stated that the Bible was the most 
iiuman document ever written, \ and 
was weli worth study,,both from . the 
point of view of literary merit, and 
spiritual revelation. • .

their pertnanent greenery. Common 
and rare plants which have been col- 
lected by naturalists all oyer the coun- 
try, are shown in the various sections. 
Bugs Mounted 

Butterflies, bees and many types of 
bugs, are attractively mounted and dis- 
played. Even the humble house fly is 
not forgotten. All types of animal life 
can be seen. .One section is made to 
represent the native haunts of the 
wild life, and is cleverly decorated by 
natural-looking stuffed animals and 
birds. Reptilian life is shown in bot- 
tled variety, also; ^veral types of fish. 
Native 'Bocka Seen 

Several collections of the native 
rocks of Quebec can be seen. These 
have been gathered Viith care by 
young geologists and have been care- 
fully labelled and arranged for the 
benefit of the public. Bird life is well 
represented by % life-liké display of 
stuffed subjects. 

The botanist is well advised to visit 
this exhibition. Seldom can be had 
such an excellent opportunity to see 
the plant life of our province grouped 
together as it is here. The exhibition 
was opened last Friday night by the 
famous naturalist, Brother Marie- Vlc- 
torin, of the University of Montreal. It 
will be open until November 12th, from, 
10 ajn. to 10 p.m. daily.

Nobel Prize Winner 
Addressed Chemists 



Dr. Irving Langmuir Spoke 
On Absorption Of Cae* 
sium 

A special meeting of the Chemical 
Society was called yesterday afternoon 
to hear an address by Dr. Xrving Lang- 
muir on "The AbsorpUmiVoit Caesium 
on Tungsten." Dr. Langmuir, who was 
recently awarded the Nobel Prize in 
recognition of his work on atomic 
structure is one of the world's fore- 
most physlclts. His elucidation of the 
structure of the atom has been uni- 
versally acclaimed as. th&most logical 
conception. , . 
' During the course of his highly tech- 
nical address isr. Langmuir outlined 
the work which has been carried out in 
his laboratories on the absorption of 
films of the volatile element caesium 
on the surface of tungsten wire. 
Though these experiments are. not yet 
quite completed they indicate a new 
metliod for the qualitative determina- 
tion of atomic concentrations. 

Dr. Langmuir gave a more extended 
address on the same topic last night 
before the Society of Chemical En- 
gineering at the Windsor Hotel.

Carl Goldenberg Appraises 
N.R. A. At League For. So* 
cial Reconstruction . . 

''A ^'^^^^ts eco- 

nomic system without controlling 
■the basic Incentive. Capitalism la . a 
profit-inaklng system, and unless 
President Roosevelt can control pro- 
fits, the N.IJtÀ. will npt succeed" 
said H. Carl Goldenberg, of the De- 
partment of Economics, in speaking 
on the reconstruction program of the 
TThited States government to the Lea- 
gue for Social Reconstruction last 
night. 

The present depression differs from 
the past in that world markets ko 
lacklhg since most countries are inùçh 
further industrialized, while no new 
industries are waithig to be developed, 
the speaker pointed out., But with 
Its vast consuming population, the 
United States may succeed in becom-. 
ing self-sustaining. On . the . other 
hand, a similar ' plan Is not ..feasible 
for Canada, whose' position as an ex- 
pprtlng nation with a very small do- 
mestic market is altogether different. 
. .< Indivldaalism OoBe 

The N.i.R.A. is a far cry from Am- 
erican rugged : individualism. : . Under 
that regime, free compétitive entei-- 
prlso was the rule, and the business 
cj'cle the necessary evil. Depressioris 
were left to cure themselves, and It 
was thought that in the long run. all 
would be for the best. ' But' as Pro- 
fessor Leacock has so truly remark- 
ed, "In the long run we'll all be dead." 

Roosevelt realised that tht old-'me- 
thods would no longer ;woricivu4 ;wei« 
no longer in the public Interest. The 
National Industrial Reconstruction Act 
empowers the President.to contr<d all 
Industry, and seeks a '^rtnershlp 
of government and industry". .The ob-], 
ject is to create new buying (wer /by 
seeking: a •Isrger'-aharB^'of-ÏBl 
the labourer. Since - tlio: AmeWcan 
system is based on mass'vproduetlon,

:[i|?ROM time immemorial the history of 
It nations and of people has been marked 
|by repeated miscarriages of justice. More 
ten than notj it is seen that the old say- 
ing that might is right has been amply 
ijp|9veri and borne out. With the passing 
' |iof time and the progress of civilization 
vcphditions have undoubtedly become much 
[ameliorated, and it is today rather the ex- 
Tceptîon than the rule to discover a person 
%ho cannot obtain fair and equitable re- 
dress before the courts of most civilized 
countries. . 

I] We have only to trace back the devel- 
I'opment and history of the law to realize 
=|nrhat progress has been made. In prehis- 

• 'toric days might was right— there was no 

redress of any kind— one took what could 
be taken and held onto it as long as pos- 
sible, giving way only, to superior force. 
'The next stage in legal development was 
..the tribal council, or the all paramount au- 
thority of the chief of the clan. Gradu- 
ally laws and law courts were founded. 
For example we have the case of the 
•Greeks and the^^j,^and which reached 
Itheir early cuimination in the jurispru- 
dence of the Romans; following them, 
' inhere was a period of i-etrogfession, until 
::îthe Renaissance stimulated progress once 
again, culminating in the drawing lip of 
;the Code Napoleon upon which is based 
much of our modern law. 
I; Thus, today, we have an elaborate 
syjstem of laws and law courts calculated 
to /administer justice fairly alike to both 
^eak and strong. We have, perhaps, be- 
come too pleased with pur present system 
. of justice, and we are apt to become lulled 
. to a state of smug complacency, from 
jvhich we are rudely aroused by some.oc- 
t currence which the law is unable to deal 
With in the true spirit of justice, or to 
fake cognizance of. 
; We Canadians are perhaps more prone 
to congratulate ourselves upon our legal 
system than most people. For we have 
only to look to the south where we see our 
'next door neighbour, the United States, 
^j^ffering from gangster rule, epidemics 
èf kidnapping, and a vote-conscious judi 
.'ciary, the evils of which they are almost 
V incapable of eradicating. We should, hoW' 
^ ever, turn to the Bible and read and digest 
'^V'that old saying about casting the beani out 
qiï tlirne own eye before attempting' to 
jpiluck the mote from thy brother's eye. 
'And, with this in mind, we have only to 
think of the recent shooting in the back 
of an inoffensive man, trying to save his 
few poor belongings; of the restraint of 
. free speech, contrary to all British tradi 
Hons, by a turbulent and overbearing 
^lice force; of families left destitute by 
^;Jthe sudden death of their bread winners 
f .engaged in the performance of their du 
ties, and who have obtained no adequate 
compensation; and of many other in 
: ite too numerous to be mentioned, to 
';i^e! that much still remains to be corrected, 

Thus; there are some cases, although 
vfcjiéije ai'e very few, where there is no ade- 
^Mqûàte remedy or redress prescribed by the 
.lâw. : There is especially today, the ques- 
tion of the exceedingly heavy cost of legal 
proceedings. Thus it happens that many 
times yhen proceedings should be insti 
luted, they are not, because the person in 
i^olyed fears to undertake the risk of hav 
jjngii^l^jiferjfcfor lengthy and expensive liti

fT IB gratifying to see that the publication of tha 
McOiU Labour Club has entered upon its second 
year of existence, and is thereby giving notice that 
it has every Intention of becoming a fixture. Let 
us hope however that It may never become com- 
placent - and ■ self satlslfied. Improvement in the 
general appearance and the technical aspect of the 
magazine is noted, but much can still be done in 
v-'.t fllvîftîon. TIm special arrangement is still 
far from satisfactory, and better proof-reading 
uld bd in tvder. 

Surveying the contents of the present issue 
one notes the trend of the magasine to be that 
of informing and introducing the reader to the 
non-capitalUtlc economics and social theories. This 
is commendable and should be carried on systema- 
tically. The editors express the raison d'etre of 
the magazine in the fact that a change in the 
social structure of this country is needed, and so 
we must be prepared to understand what it should 
be. I think a detailed miniature plan of a social 
state in a series of articles would be helpful for 
that purpose. 

The contents of the present Issue are: 
A critical review of the N.R.A. by Wni V. 
Stone. This is of necessity rather sh6rt for the 
purpose but within its limits it is a lucid analysis 
of Roosevelt's panacea, on both sides of the na 
tlonal ledge. Mr. stone points out the very salient 
fact that the plan ia meant to operate in a profit 
making economic system and 'so "will ultimately 'de'< 
feat its ends, because the price level will neces- 
sarily rise sooner and quicker than wUl the wage 
scale. Whether the psychological stimulus that 
the NRA carries will be sufficient to effect recovery, 
is doubtful. Professor Coote. traces the role of the 
engineer in a changhig worWi|iinito"|flr8t of a 
series of articles on the prafœsilmf^in^trahsltion. 
Professor Coote is well informed. ' but his presen- 
tation of the subject is not forceful enough, 

An informative rev:cr,- of the alms and the 
possible future of the C.C.P. by Bîatrice Ferney' 
hough. This article is concise clear and well writ' 
,*en but becomes every now nrtcl a3a'n somewhat 
over-enthusiastic. The C.C.F. should be presented 
as it is and not as one would like to see it.'

Baby Bittas 
Used In Study 
Of Heredity 

New York, — Starting with a small 
tank of Gupplee, Dr. Louis L. Illich, 
of the Chemistry Department, and 
Miss Nam L. Robert, of tlie Biology 
Department, have gradually gathered 
a fine collection of tropical fUh. 

Among the thirty-six varieties in- 
cluded are such unusual and interest- 
ing forme as the Bitta, the Black 
pud the Llmîà "nigrlfasciata. 
which is quite rare. Fifteen of these 
are vlvipei^ouâ (live bearers), ahd 
;!.„;^w,<! oylpsroUs (egg bearers). 
Dr. Illich and Mi:s Robert are Uiter- 
ested hi hereditary and cytologlcal ex- 
periments. This Is particularly signifi- 
cant because aside from descriptive 
studies, no scientific work tiaa yet been 
published on the Bitta. 

Student^ in the Bidlogy 2a classes 
fi|id the collectloh useful f6r'the~Btudy 
of breeding habits. There Is also an 
unusual opportunity for research work 
on the part of students. 

•The ^cietitlflc value of small aquarr 
ium fishes Is not to be under-esthnated 
said MlM Roberts. "Because they de- 



velop -eo rapidly, tropical .fish are good 
labo)^tory anhiials." Ml^ Robert in- 
dicated that the study bt sexuaf- de- 
velopment in tropical fish Is bound to 
throw light on problems of sex deter- 
mhiatlon, which have been a specula- 
tive matter for years. 

"Work on a neopolastic (cancerous) 
disease, melanosis, of tropical fish hy- 
brids Is receiving the attention not 
only of professional ichyologlsts, but 
al:o of medical men." No. one knows 
where the next positive advance will 
come m cancer research. Work on 
this is being done at Cornell. 

The Bittas are- at present the prize 
of the collection. Dr. lU'.ch and Miss 
Robert have been crossing, red and 
blue Bittas. The baby Bittas are now 
one and cix weeks old. The male Bitta 
is two hiches long; the female slightly 
less. 'They come from Slam and the 
Malay Peninsula. The male is the 
uefet builder. Tlie nest is of bubbles, 
two or three inches in width. The 
mâle entices ,.tl\e female under the 
nest. wraps^U^o^iûroùnd hers and 
forces the éxpwBic^èf ttie eggs, which 
he immediately fertilizes.

In order to increase buying power 
and reduce the debt burden, Rooscr 
velt must use his inflationary powers, 
and put moic actual currency into 
circulation. Unless the banks are as- 
sured that a greater purchasing pow- 
er n'ill ensure the repayment of their 
advances, credit will not be expanded.
